CENTRE 

Police are calling on drivers to 
avoid Epsom town centre as 
150,000 racegoers descend on it 
for the Investec Derby. 

There will be alterations to 
many roads around Epsom Downs 
on Ladies’ Day tomorrow, and 
Derby Day on Saturday. 

Train timetables have been al¬ 
tered to accommodate the tens of 
thousands of punters arriving in 
the town. 

Waterloo Road will be closed 
around Epsom station and traffic 
is likely to build up in Station Ap¬ 
proach during peak times. 

Superintendent Sharon Bush 
called on people to use public 
transport if possible and consider 
their journeys carefully during the 
two days of racing. 

Supt Bush said: “Those who 
must drive should exercise 
patience, allow plenty of time and 
park only in the clearly marked 
areas. Epsom town centre should 
also be avoided if you are 
driving.” 

She said Surrey Police have 
“well-rehearsed” plans in place 
to make sure that everyone stays 
safe and has an enjoyable time. 

She said: “Our number one pri¬ 
ority over the weekend is to main¬ 
tain public safety and security so 
that people can enjoy this won¬ 
derful event. 

“While security measures have 
been put in place, I would like to 
ask for the co-operation and vigi¬ 
lance of people attending to en¬ 
sure everyone remains safe. 

“I would also like to remind 
those attending that Surrey Po¬ 
lice will not tolerate antisocial be¬ 
haviour or public order incidents 
and anyone found to be commit¬ 
ting offences will be dealt with 
robustly.”

DERBY LAKE THIS WEEKEND 


With heavy showers predicted for 
Saturday’s Derby, there are 
fears visitors may have to 
drive through a “lake” to get 
there. 

Robert Russell called this 
newspaper last week after a 
large pool appeared at the 
roundabout next to the grand¬ 
stands covering half of the road 
atTattenham Corner. 

He said the issue, which the Epsom 
Guardian reported on last December, oc¬ 
curs every time there is significant rain¬ 
fall in the Epsom Downs area. 

At the time Surrey County Council (SCC) 
said it had experts looking into the prob¬ 
lem so it could be fixed permanently. 

Mr Russell said: “Perhaps we will get a 
nice downpour on June 4 or June 5 this 


year and it just might prompt 
someone to get it sorted. 

“If this lake is there dur¬ 
ing the Derby festival it 
will just make Epsom 
look stupid to the rest of 
the world.” 

An SCC spokeswoman 
said: “We have excavated 
this stretch of road and un¬ 
covered quite a large drainage 
system that is not functioning properly, 
possibly because of encroaching grass 
verges or silt. 

“We are addressing this initially by 
clearing and protecting it, such as by in¬ 
stalling kerbs to hold back the verges, 
and hope this will do the trick. 

“If not we will take further actions until 
we resolve the problem successfully.” 


WISHING WELL 'PICKS' KINGSTON HILL 


Hometown horse tipped to win

If Kingston Hill wins the 
Derby, as predicted on the 
Amato pub wishing well, 
Epsom will have a double 
reason to celebrate - because 
the three-year-old colt was 
born here. 

Barry Reilly, 57, from Wood- 
cote Stud, in Wilmer Hatch 
Lane, Epsom, and his wife 
Fiona delivered Kingston Hill, 
this year’s third favourite. 

A mystery tipster scrawled 
the horse’s name on a wish¬ 
ing well in chalk at the 
Amato pub near the race¬ 
course this week, and if 
legend is to be believed then 
he is set to win. 


Mr Reilly, a local at the pub, 
said: “It adds to the spice of 
the folklore that it happens. 

“I think it is fitting that it is 
a local horse on there. 

“And it is not like it is 200 to 
one, he has got a really good 
chance. If he was in the first 
three it would be absolutely 
fantastic, but they are going 
there to win.” 

The odds are 8-1, according 
to betting company 
Ladbrokes. 

Mr Reilly remembers the 
day Kingston Hill was born 
and his first months as 
a young foal, so 
watching him race 
will be very special. 

He said: “It’s 
amazing. It is what 
dreams are made of. , 

“For everybody I* j 


involved with thoroughbreds, 
any win is a good win, but the 
Derby is a different class. 

“It is quality.” 

Mr Reilly said the horse is 
now named after a hill near 
the home of its owner, but he 
was called Milo at birth 
and that is the name he will 
cheer on Der¬ 
by Day.

He said: “I won’t be shout¬ 
ing Kingston Hill, I will be 
shouting Milo. It is going to 
be very, very exciting.” 

Kingston Hill’s Italian jock¬ 
ey, Andrea Atzeni, said: “The 
horse has certainly got a 
great chance. 

“He had a good run in the 
Guineas, and the step up 
in trip will suit him.” 

The colt won the Rac¬ 
ing Post Trophy in 
Doncaster last sea¬ 
son, which Mr Reilly 
said is one of 
the best Derby 
trials. 

He is the son 
of champion 
throughbred 
racehorse 
Master- 
craftsman 


and Audacieuse, who was 
also born at Woodcote Stud. 

Proudly, Mr Reilly said: “He 
was born in the same box as 
his mother here.” 

Bill Eacott, the author of 
books on the history of race¬ 
horse training in Epsom, 
said: “I am delighted an 
Epsom bred horse is in with a 
great chance of winning the 
Derby. 

“It is the next best thing 
to an Epsom trained horse 
winning. 

“Straight Deal, which was 
trained at South Hatch, 
Epsom, won the 1943 Derby, 
but the race was run at 
Newmarket due to war-time 
restrictions.”

The Amato pub in Chalk Lane is 
named after the horse that won the 
Derby in 1838. 

Its walls are adorned with horse¬ 
shoes representing Derby winners 
down the years. 

The pub is famous for the predic¬ 
tions of the race winners that have 


appeared every year since the mid- 
19th century. 

Its pick came sixth in 2012 and 
third in 2011, but back in 2009 the 
winning horse was correctly identi¬ 
fied for the eighth time in the pre¬ 
ceding 12 years. 

The pub’s landlord, John Ward, 


who spent a decade working as 
head chef at the nearby race¬ 
course, said: “People flock from all 
over the world to find out what 
horse the wishing well has predict¬ 
ed. Fingers crossed Kingston Hill 
can prove the well’s magic is still 
working on Saturday.”

Car crash impact felt like an 
‘earthquake’ for neighbour 


Shared base 


Firefighters are set to move into a police 
station after its proposed sell-off was 
shelved. 

Surrey Police has decided to lease the 
building in Banstead High Street to Sur¬ 
rey Fire and Rescue instead of selling it 
off as planned. It is earmarked for use by 
firefighters and Banstead’s neighbour¬ 
hood policing team. 

The decision record, signed-off by Po¬ 
lice and Crime Commissioner Kevin 
Hurley, said Surrey County Council’s 
cabinet and finance board have approved 
the “temporary fire station”. 

Last year it was decided that one of 
Epsom’s two fire engines would be relo¬ 
cated to the Burgh Heath area. 

This year the search for a new fire sta¬ 
tion was expanded to include Banstead 
as well. 

Mr Hurley said a few police officers 
may work out of the station too, which 
would mark a return to a historic over¬ 
lap between policing and firefighting in 
this country. 

He said: “We are working with the fire 
brigade because they wanted to use it for 
housing the fire engine. We always want 
to keep property if we can.”

A man thought it was an “earth¬ 
quake” when a car was rammed 
through a wall next to a doctors’ 
surgery on Monday. 

A spokesman at Epsom fire sta¬ 
tion said a red Jaguar hit a parked 
Ford Focus, ramming it into a 
brick wall in the car park at 
Fitznells Manor Surgery, in Chess- 
ington Road, Ewell, at about 
9.30am. 

The spokesman said: “A lady was 
reversing an automatic car and 
she pushed the wrong pedal by ac¬ 
cident. It hit another car that went 
into a brick-built garage and 
knocked the wall through. 

“No one was injured, but the 
building was unstable. We made 
sure the structure was safe for peo¬ 
ple to be around it.” 

Councillor Pamela Bradley, who 
lives nearby, said the Ford was a 
write-off and the accident had 
caused “pandemonium”. 

A man who works in a building 
right next to the crash site said: 
“We heard a massive jolt. It was as 
if an earthquake or something had 
happened. 

“When we felt the first crash, we 
were worried it was going to fall 
down. It’s not what you expect on a 
Monday morning.” 

He said the clean-up would take 
some time: “Now they have had to 


take down the brick wall. The driv¬ 
er has caused a bit of a train wreck 
in here. 

“The clearing job is in progress, 


but who knows how long that will 
take. That’s not something that is 
going to be sorted in a day.” 

The surgery declined to 


comment on what happened or 
whether the 
car park is 
now usable.

Hospital campaigners and 
Epsom’s MP have welcomed 
statements made by the new 
chief of the NHS, which 
could signal victory in our 
campaign to save Epsom 
Hospital. 

In an interview with the 
Daily Telegraph, published 
last week, Simon Stevens, 
who took over the role last 
month, said: “A number of 
other countries have found it 
possible to run viable local 
hospitals serving smaller 
communities than sometimes 
we think are sustainable in 
the NHS. 

“Most of Western Europe 
has hospitals that are able to 
serve their communities 


without everything having to 
be centralised. The single 
most important question fac¬ 
ing us is how do we best sup¬ 
port older people?” 

Chris Grayling MP said Mr 
Stevens’ comments were 
“very welcome” in terms of 
the future of hospitals such 
as Epsom, which has been 
come under threat from cen¬ 
tralisation, most recently 
with the now defunct better 
services better value (BSBV) 
review wanting to strip it of 
its maternity and accident 
and emergency departments. 

Thousands of people have 
signed the Epsom Guardian’s 
petition to save the hospital 
and have campaigned to pro¬ 
tect their hospital. 

Mr Grayling said: “I am 
firmly of the view that small¬ 
er hospitals like Epsom play 
a really important part in the 


community. Anyone who is 
seriously ill will want to ac¬ 
cess the best care at a special¬ 
ist centre. 

“But Epsom’s maternity 
and A&E departments have a 
good record for both safety 
and quality of service, and I 
want to see the work that 
they do continue.” 

A spokesman for South 
West London collaborative 
commissioning (SWLCC) - 
the new five-year strategy for 
healthcare across South West 
London which was an¬ 
nounced last week - said it 
supports local hospitals and 
has “not advocated hospital 
closures at any stage”. 

He said: “Simon Stevens’ 
comments very much reflect 
our aspirations - we want to 
strengthen local services so 
people can be cared for closer 
to home, especially older

The Romans return 


Mighty Roman legions 
clashed and fearsome gladia¬ 
tors fought at an ancient fes¬ 
tival on Saturday.

Echoes of the Past, marked 
the Roman military festival 
of Rosaliae Signorum in 
Rosebery Park, Epsom. 

A thousand people attended 
the day, which provided a 
glimpse into various aspects 
of Roman life and craftsman¬ 
ship including armoury, 


pottery and jewellery. 

An Epsom Council 
spokeswoman said children 
enjoyed taking part in an ar¬ 
chaeological dig, making mo¬ 
saics, entering gladiator 
school and trying on Roman 
armour. 

She said: “It was really 
good. It ended with the 
Roman legions doing battle. 

“There was this charge into 
the crowd and the kids abso¬ 
lutely loved it.” 
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Hospital patient died 
after gate opened 



A vulnerable pensioner with psy¬ 
chiatric problems was found dead 
in a ditch five days after he 
walked through an open gate at a 
hospital. 

Michael Sullivan, 60, a long-stay 
patient in Rushett House, a reha¬ 
bilitation ward at Horton Haven 
Hospital, in Haven Drive, Epsom, 
went missing on February 2 last 
year. 

He was found five days later, on 
February 7, at 2.30pm, in a dense 
area of foliage, near Cuddington 
Glade, in Horton Country Park, 
having died of acute broncho 
pneumonia. 

Detective Constable Simon 
Evans, who saw Mr Sullivan’s 
body, which was found by Surrey 
Search and Rescue, told Woking 
Coroner’s Court on Tuesday: “He 
was found surrounded by thorns, 
foliage, brambles and on no obvi¬ 
ous pathway. 

“He had scratches to his legs 
and arms and he had an injury to 
his nose - it looked similar to an 
animal having bitten it off.” 

The court heard staff noticed 
that Mr Sullivan had left Horton 
Haven at 6.15pm, when he failed

to report to the nurses’ station for 
cigarettes - although he is be¬ 
lieved to have left about two hours 
earlier. 

A CCTV camera covering the 
gate, which might have provided 
vital evidence, was not working at 
the time. 

Over the next five days, police 
conducted a ground and heli¬ 
copter search of the surrounding 
areas. 

Throughout the inquest, Belin¬ 
da Cheney, assistant coroner for 
Surrey, raised concerns about the 
motion-sensitive gate at the facili¬ 
ty, which opened when people and 


vehicles approached it, through 
which Mr Sullivan escaped. 

Andrew Tottle, ward manager 
of Rushett House, said Mr Sulli¬ 
van had been assessed as being at 
low risk of absconding. His care 
plan said he was not encouraged 
to leave the facility. 

But Mr Tottle said it was part of 
residents’ therapy to give them 
the freedom to leave. 

He said: “It was important to 
provide Mr Sullivan with reason¬ 
able privacy and dignity. It was 
appropriate to give him his free¬ 
dom within the site.” 

Ms Cheney said: “It’s hard to 
talk about privacy and dignity 
when, five days later, he is found 
with his pants round his ankles 
and with his nose chewed off.” 

Mr Tottle said changes at the 
hospital following the incident in¬ 
cluded more regular checks on 
patients and written records of 
the checks. But the gate still re¬ 
mains open. 

Delivering a narrative verdict, 
Ms Cheney said: “There are is¬ 
sues relating to whether more 
could have been done to prevent 
Michael Sullivan from leaving. 

“I can only hope with the [new] 
two-hourly observations [on pa¬ 
tients] that if someone does go 
missing that it would be identified 
quickly and reported to the police 
as soon as possible.” 



College 

plans 



Plans for 91 new homes on 
a college site will be con¬ 
sidered next week. 

Nescot College has sub¬ 
mitted plans to build hous¬ 
es on fields currently used 
to care for farm animals in 
Reigate Road, Ewell. 

The college needs to sell 
the land in order to fund a 


major renovation of its 
campus, but residents 
have raised concerns over 
traffic, loss of green space 
and other issues. 

A college spokeswoman 
said: “We are putting in a 
fully policy-compliant ap¬ 
plication for housing that 
is greatly needed. This is 


going to benefit people 
from the borough and out¬ 
lying areas for years.” 

Epsom Council’s plan¬ 
ning committee is due to 
consider the plans on 
Thursday, June 12.

Inheritance tax no longing preserve of the rich 


In the property section there was 
an item (Not so rich will cross 
tax threshold, Epsom Guardian, 
May 8) that pointed out it is no 
longer the very wealthy who are 
being affected by this tax. 

Inheritance tax (IHT) was origi¬ 
nally intended for the uber-rich, 
but now people with modest es¬ 
tates are easy pickings, while the 
rich avoid IHT, keeping estates in 
the family. Single and divorced 


homeowners do not have the 
double IHT benefit against the 
family home. 

Those of us who have worked 
hard, paid our taxes, saved hard, 
and provided for ourselves, are 
sitting ducks to have the result of 
this labour and thriftiness stolen 
from our heirs, who we are pro¬ 
viding for. This is ethically and 
morally wrong. 

In the south-east, IHT is a 


particular problem not having 
risen in line with house prices or 
the cost of living, so we are un¬ 
fairly penalised. Our descen¬ 
dants suffer from a paucity of 
jobs and affordable housing, low 
incomes, and university fees. We 
should be able to leave them our 
small estates instead of being 
charged IHT. 

The Government encourages 
us to do the right thing, so when 


we do, we should be allowed to 
keep our hard-won, after tax, 
proceeds and pass them on to our 
children. 

I believe this unfair tax should 
be scrapped altogether, or at 
least the main family home 
should be left out of IHT, and en¬ 
courage homeowners to write to 
their MP.

With the housing market 
booming and average house 
prices in the UK soaring by 9.1 per 
cent in the last 12 months, the 
trend of hiring or borrowing a 
desirable car to park on the 
driveway to add kerb appeal has 
mainly been adopted by young 
professionals, with 18 per centof 
18-24 year olds admitting to 
doing so. 

According to the Avis study, 
people in Swansea are the most 
likely to hire a car to add value to 
their homes (18 per cent) followed 
by those in Leeds and London, 
both 17 per cent). 


THE RIGHT MODEL 

Luxury car brands including 
Mercedes (42 per cent), BMW (40 
per cent) and Audi (16 per cent) 
top the list of vehicles to park 
outside the front door in 
London, with convertibles (32 per 
cent) proving the most popular 
vehicle type, followed by 4x4s (24 
per cent) and saloons (20 per 
cent). 

Women are more likely to opt 
for convertible types to make the 
ultimate impression with 


prospective buyers whereas men 
favour saloons. 

MarkServodidio, managing 
director, Avis UK said: "Parking a 
head-turning car in front of your 
home is a great way to create a 
lasting impression with 
prospective buyers. With a range 
of luxurious cars in our fleet, the 
Avis Select Series provides the 
ultimate opportunity to look 
stylish and impressive." 

Miles Shipside, housing analyst 
at Rightmove, said: "The driveway 


is one of the first things a 
potential buyer sees when 
viewing a property, so dressing it 
with a head-turning car naturally 
helps set the right first 
impression. 

"In fact, previous Rightmove 
research shows four out of 10 
people make a decision that it's 
the house for them before they 
go beyond the hall, so those early 
first impressions are very 
important to turn possible buyers 
into probable ones."

A fifth of parents who 
moved in the last six 
months wanted a 
bigger home in the 
expectation their 
children will live with 
them until their late 
20s. 

The Home Movers 
Study 

was carried out by 
Royal Mail which also 
found almost half (47 
per cent) of 
homeowners 
interviewed said they 
waited longer than they wanted 
for the move. 

The biggest factor chosen was 
a shortage of properties to meet 
their needs (35 per cent). Only 
15 per cent blamed the high 
cost of the next property on the 
housing ladder for slowing 
down their move. 

Most homeowners (79 per 
cent) are pleased with their new 
property. However, almost twice 
as many Londoners (five per 
cent) as the national average 
(three per cent) are disapp¬ 
ointed, blaming competition for 
property for putting them under 
pressure to buy. 

The study of Royal Mail's 
customers which used its 
redirection services found that 
just over half of people who rent 
their home (51 per cent) plan to 
buy in the future. 

Meanwhile, optimism is 
growing among renters 



surveyed that they will be able 
to buy a home in the future. 

Twenty four per cent of renters 
say that compared to last year 
they are more optimistic that 
they will be able to buy a home. 
This compares with 19 per cent 
who are more pessimistic. 

Andrea Martin, Royal Mail's 
managing director of data 
services, said: "Royal Mail's 
inaugural Home Movers Study of 
Redirection customers provides 
a fascinating snapshot of the UK 
home moving market. 

"It is interesting to see so 
many people buying larger 
properties in the expectation 
that their children will be living 
with them longer into 
adulthood. 

"Alongside this, patience is 
proving a virtue in the house 
buying market with people 
prepared to sit it out to find the 
right home for them." 


Buyers get shock after move 


House buyers are spending 
thousands of pounds on repairs 
after discovering unexpected 
problems such as damp and 
structural defects after moving in, 
according to a study. 

A survey of more than 1,000 recent 
purchasers found that many found 
damp had been painted over, and 
furniture or pictures had been 
moved to cover damage. 

Insurance firm LV= said half 
of those polled found problems 
which had not been mentioned 
by the previous owners, such as 
blocked pipes, faulty electrics or 



damaged drains. 

The report said the problem had 
been made worse because buyers 
were under increasing 
pressure to make an 
offer without 
thoroughly 
checking a 
property as 
the housing 
market has 
become so 
buoyant. 

Selwyn 
Fernandes, 
managing director of 


LV= home insurance, said: "Buying a 
home is a huge investment and yet 
many buyers now feel pressured to 
rush into a sale without checking a 
property 

thoroughly. 
Serious 
faults are 
difficult to 
identify and 
can be very 
costly to put 
right."

Caught on camera 

A motorist on the M25 at Swanley 
holds the record for the highest 
speed clocked by a speed camera in 
England and Wales between April 
2013 and May 2014. 

The 149mph figure was revealed 
following freedom of information 
requests to 39 police authorities by 
the 1AM (Institute of Advanced 
Motorists). Eighty-five per cent of 
police authorities responded. 

Other findings include: 

• The highest speed recorded on 
30mph road was 96mph on the 
B1288, on Learn Lane, Gateshead 

• The highest speed recorded on a 
50mph road was on the A414 
Stanstead Abbotts, Hertfordshire, 
where a motorist clocked 119 mph 

1AM chief executive Simon best 
said: “Speed limits are a limit. They 
are not a target to beat. We all 
share the roads with these speeding 
drivers and the government must 
crack down on them with more 
consistent penalties and tougher 
measures to break their addiction 
for speed. The current guidelines on 
sentencing for excessive speeding 
offences are out of sync with 
modern roads, modern vehicles and 
society’s view of the value of lives 
lost in crashes.

A headlong rush 
towards blanket 
20mph zones in 
many UK towns and 
cities needs to slow 
down and take into 
account the views of 
residents, according 
to a new survey. 

More than two-thirds of AA 
members want a say before a 
20mph speed limit is imposed along 
their street. More than half (55 per 
cent) also want to give their opinion 
on the setting of 20mph zones that 
may affect their travel through their 
local area. 

An AA-Populus survey of 24,351 
members of the breakdown service 
shows that, if a 20mph speed limit 
is set along a road, support for 
speed camera enforcement is 
evenly split between those who 
agree (41 per cent) and those who 
disagree (38 per cent). 

Targeted speed camera 
enforcement, when and where a 
specific problem emerges, receives 
much greater support (61 per cent). 

“The AA supports the setting up of 
20mph speed limits where residents 


along those roads 
want them,” said 
Edmund King, the 
AA’s president. “The 
need for local 
democratic 
approval, at street 
level, is clearly 
affirmed by this AA Populus panel 
survey. Neighbourhoods face 
differing challenges from traffic: 
some may need to slow down their 
own residents and reduce the risk 
of accidents, others have a ‘rat¬ 
running’ problem that a 20mph 
speed limit on its own won’t 
address. 

“If a blanket 20mph zone sets 
main roads at the lower speed, the 
incentive to stick to main routes and 
not take a short cut along 
residential streets is lost.” 

Use of speed-indicating signs may 
help to educate and familiarise 
drivers with the lower speeds, or 
mobile speed cameras, and proven 
urban road engineering features 
may also influence behaviour - 
while deterring rat-running, or 
mobile speed cameras, added 
Mr King.
